VALLEY 
ROAD 
CONTRACTS 


Completing the Line From Stock- 


ton to the Bay. 


SAX FRANCISCO, October 30. — Vice 


President Watt and hia associate direc- 
tors in the Valley Railroad Company 
have 
practically completed arrange- 


ments to let two large contracts thia 
week on the line from Stockton to Point 
Richmond. 


One of these contracts will be for tne 


construction of a tunnel some G2000 feet 
long through the Contra Costa hilla and 
the coat of the work will bo eomethinn 
like $800.000. It is the intention to havo 
a day and night force put to work boring 
the tunnel. It is expected tnat it can 
be finiehed in 500 days. 


Tbia raeana that the contractors will 


have to average twelve feet o£ excavation 
every twenty-four houra. The location 
ol the tunnel ia not very far from Point 
Richmond, and ia just west of Franklin 
canyon. 
The other large contract that will 


probably be tot this week will call for the 
erection of a steel viadnct across one end 
of the Alhnmbra valley in Contra Costa 
county. It will bo some 1500 feet long 
and will probably be mannfoctnred at 
the East. Its location will be eaat ol 
the moath of Franklin canyon.

Between 
the two buildings stands a liiac bush. 
At 10 o'clock last night the Braun 
brothers closed their store and started 
for the house. Ae they passed the lilac 
bush two masked men confronted them 
with drawn revolvers. Peter, the elder 
brother, attacked one robber and was 
greeted by fonr pistol shots. 


Every bnllet hit, and the grocer fell 


dead almost upon his own doorsteps. 
Harry Braun fled from the robbers. The 
man who did the shooting saw a figure 
in the darkness and gave it a shot which 
penetrated the brain of the human 
target. But the robber had made a ter- 
rible mistake, for the second man proved 
to he his follow highwayman. The 
murderer went to the home of Jacob 
Rink, half a mile distant, where he atole 
a horae and wagon.

BEHLIN, October 30.—The new Ger- 


man ambassador to the United States, 
Dr. Von Helleben, recently Prussian 
minister to Wurtemburg and formerly 
(1892-3) German minister to the United 
States, left Berlin on Wednesday laat to 
•pend a fortnight on hia family's estate 
previous to hia departure for America, 
on November 9th. 


Before Dr. Von Helleben left the city 


be wan interviewed by the correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press, aa his mis- 
sion ia of special importance, in view ol 
several questions in which thetwocoun- 
tries are involved, notably the tariff and 
the Samoan question. In the couree of 
this conversation the newly appointed 
ambassador said: 


I winder I have not got diabetes. I 


havo botm dosed with eugar in Ilerlin. 
I mean, of course, the remonstrance of 
our augar men against the unfavorable 
sugar imports provision of the Dingley 
tariff, and explanations and technical 
discussions on that topic that 1 have 
had to listen to at the various minia- 
triee. The rjugar question, 1 am sure, 
is what interests ua muat vitally, and 
strikes ua the barduat in the iiow tariff 
and against that breach of our existing 
treaty with the United Slates vigorous 
protests will, of course, be renewed. 


"As yet it in too early to tell exactly in 


which branuboB of industry the Dingley 
tariff most affecte tier man exports. An- 
other three months muet elapse before 
that can be determined, but 1 am quite 
certain thai many of ite provieiona hit 
ua hard. These questions, I consider, 
and eo does my ttovurumeoi, aa being of 
the first importance. The Bamoan aud 
other questions are comparatively sec- 
ondary. It is fortunate tuat the United 
States ia ie presented by so able and 
well meaning a man *s Mr. White. In 
going to America I go tu a field I know 
by previous experience with the best of 
intentions, and by that I mean the in- 
tentions ol my government aa well." 


Aa to what his instructions were re- 


garding the conclusion of I he reciprocity 
treaties with ihe United Status, Dr. Von 
Hellehen would not give a direct an- 
ew or, but ho intimated that in u general 
way he was instructed to open negotia- 
tions.

meat they not only would make moro 
money, but they would givo better sat- 
isfaction nil round. In tho first place, 
there ia littlo or no money for tho 
tiiuraut keeper in selling boiled or roasl 
meats. It costs too much to haiidlothcm 
and requires too much timo to prepare 
them aud servo them as they should be 
to leavo any profit for tho man who 
does it. 


"And in tho second placo tho patrons 


order meats when, they would much 
prefer something olso. That is tho faul 
of tho proprietor. Ho arranges his mem 
wrong. Tho small steaks, the chops ant 
tlio cutlots nud all the other meats 't 
order' arc placed too conspicuously 01 
tho bill of fare. A man's eye is boum" 
to catcli that list first, whether tho mai 
wants meat or not. Being in a hurry 
us 99 men out of 100 aro in tho country 
ho orders Iho first attractive dish li 
finds, and tho ruwult is ho gets some 
thing he does nut caro particnlarl: 
about and something which the re.stau 
nint man docs not care particular!; 
about selling to him. 


"Last winter tho man who runs th 


restaurant in the national housu of rep- 
resentatives tried an experiment which 
turned out remarkably well. Ho delib- 
erately set to work tu lure li is patrons 
away from llio 'hteaks and chops In or- 
der1 column, and KO instead of printing 
it, in bold black letters in tho middle i;f 
tho bill of f:iro he tucked it away down 
in tho lower right hand corner and 
placed at the top of tho card a list ol' 
tho dishes that \vero most profitable to 
him. 
They proved not only to bo most 


profitable to him, but most satisfactory 
to his customers, and instead of using 
six loins of meal a day, as ho had done 
before, ho used only one nnd a half and 
impplied tho fiamu number of guests. "—

Thft Furniture King, 


Civilization Has Not Yet Reached 


the "Eyther" and "Nyther" 


Stage. 


EIHTOH RsponwcAKt—I arrived inthifl 


burn, Pitzville, connty eeat of Adame 
county, political ganglion and religious 
etorui center 
of tha northwest, on 


Thursday last. Pitzville ifl not aa large 
an Sftu Francisco, bat it has a great deal 
more room in which, to grow. In fact I 
think 400 would cover her population 
from a to izzard. The etreets are eo 
smooth that a cow-puncher'a oayuae 
can traverse them with apparent ease 
and it ie only on rare occaeiona that a 
milch cow is lostintlie mud. Society 
baa not as yet reached the "eyther" and 
"nyther" stage, but it ifl going down 
the line in that direction rapidly. The 
bronco is a'lowly but aurely dividing 
honors with the bike, the sombero with 
the Fedora, and the eong of the BIX- 
Hhooter ifl rapidly «oing "a-glimmerinn 
through the dream of things that were" 
and in itu wake comes the libel euit. 


The country here ie rolling with a 


heavy accent on the roll. I have trav- 
eled over it for miles in several direc- 
tions and it is all very much the Bame. 
Water is a very scarce article, and a 
ranch with a good well on it ia consid- 
ered a bonanza. In some places wells 
are sunk to a depth of not more than 15 
or 20 feet, and furnish a fair supply of 
water; then, again, they may go from 
100 to 150 feet and not obtain enough to 
supply the demands for household pur* 
poBi-8 and the work stock. It IB a com- 
mon thing to eeo ranchera hauling water 
for several miles from wells belonging 
to their more fortunate neighbors. 


Stock and wheat raising are tbe only 


industries. The eoil in good, and when 
there ie enough rain it produces well. 
This year the crops have been very 
good. Qraln ie Bulling at from 70 to 72 
cents per bushel, and as n consequence 
the farmers are happy. Land ia cheap, 
compared with California prices, and 
there ifl an abundance of railroad and 
government land in all directions, after 
leaving the town, for twelve or fifteen 
miles. After getting beyond tbe bound- 
aries of the grain ranches, tbe country ie

all open and there is a good deal ol 
stock raising on a small ecale. 


Tbe stock raisers are obliged to dig 


wells down in the "coulees" (the Wash- 
ington term 'or ravines) and pump 
water for the herds. It is forty miles to 
Snake river, the nearest stream of any 
consequence. Grab creek, about twenty 
milea north, and Cow creek, about ter 
miles east, furnieh a limited supply ol 
water, but of course the range in their 
vicinity ia fed down early in the season 
and the stockmen have to take to th< 
back country and reaort to the "coulee" 
and the pump-handle for their water 
supply. 
The weather during the daytime i 


pleasant enough, but 
along toward 


night the wind commences to blow from 
tho 
northeast—one of thoae aharp 


piercing, cnso-provoking winds that go 
right through an overcoat and send cold 
chlUo meandering np and down your 
spinal column and seem a to whistle 
"Home Sweet Home" (in California), as 
it plays "crack the whip" through your 
Vandykes.
